22nd October, the paper states: ¢ 

The Powers have again recently considered 
ithe question of the evacaution of Shanghai. 
It wat proposed that the evacantion should 
take place under the following conditions :-— 

r-The troops will ' withdrawn simul- 
tancously and equally by wll Powers concerned 
according ta stipulations to be agreed apon 
belorehand. . 

The re-occupation ef Shanghai by any 


Vawer will grive to all other Powers equal right 
to bring back their troops. 


Inorder to prevent any such possibility the 
German Government tis proposed the follow- 
ing amendment to the second clause :— 

China binds herself expressly to grant no 
exclusive righta ofa military or other ch ‘ricter, 
which would infringe upon the. “principle of the 


“Open Door Policy,” to any Power within the 
Yangize Valley. 


This condition has now been accepted by 
the Chinese Government. 

The German Government is fully in accord 
with China and France as to the conditions of 
(he withdrawal of the troops from Shanghai, 

The opinion prevails here, that the reason 
why Great Britain is hesitating to agree thereto 
can only be explained by her intention to get 
exclusive rights. 


In the German amendment we find a 
direct “hit” at perfide Albion. Vt is well 
knoyn that the British Government have fo, 
years insisted that the “Open Door " policy 
throughout China wast be maintained at all 
hazards, yet here we find Germany (with the 
knowledge of France, Austria and Russia) 
holding out for the recognition of this vital 
principle by China v2 as regards the Yang- 
tze Valley, -Britain’s” sphére of influence. 
The reason for this peculiar attitude is 
not far to seek.” Firstly: Russia, France 
and Germany have all grabbed pretty big 
slices of the “China Pie,” and they are 
not Free Trade couhtries; secondly, the 
component parts of the Far Eastern ‘Triple 
Alliance desire to draw Britain into a serious 
conilict with one or more European powers, 
They know that the longer they wait the 
more dificult will be the ‘process of “ slicing 
China,” and they think, doubtless, that the 
time is ripe for throwinig down the gauntlet 
ta Great Britain and her Ally, Germany has 
clearly challenged Britain's position in the 
Yangtze region.

covered in any way. The ship was not over- 
laden; her draught leaving Shanghai was 13 
feet forward, and 15 feet alt. . She ws not 
loaded down. to her marks. ‘The voyae was 
from Shanghai to Kobe. The vessel left 
Shanghai on the 7th O.tober at 3.30 p.m. 
unusual occurred onthe passage up 
to the time of the fire, The fire was first 
ob erved between 115 p.m. and 1.20 p.m, “on 
the toth October and was discovered by the 
Chief Officer. The second officer vas om watch, 
[ had onc on to the bridge about i pan, and 
after sighting Satano-Misaki Lighthouse had 
altered the vessel's course from due Kast, 
which she had been strering, to.N.E. by E, | 
E b, compass, took an ob servation and ann 
that the lighthouse was bearmy North distant 
two miles and one tenth, After taking the 
observation, I went down to the chart roum 
to verify u, and had not been there more 
than afew minutes when [ heard a commotion 
on deck, and rushed up, The specd:of the 
ship at the time was about seven knots in the 
water, and she was being driven by a current 
of a little over one knot, Almost all the men 
were on deck at the time of the outbreak 
except the engineer's staf— Smoking on deek 
was strictly prohibited, and one of the crew 
was struck oa one occasion for lighting a 
match. [am ahnost certain that the cause of 
the fire was not spontineous combustion. 1 
can account in no’ way for the fire. The crew 
were perfectly trustworthy, as far as Asiatics 
can betrusted, Uhough of course a strict: watch 
was kept over them, Every possible precau- 
tion was taken to prevent smoking on deck, 
Immediately on discovering the fire | rushed 
on the bridge and gave orders to the chief 
officer to bring the hose along, and he 
acted as he. was ordered, The pumps were 
excellent_order—and__srere._started__.at_| 
once by the chief engi cer. There war one 
Conkey pump-to work the hase. The crew 
obeyed orders. In less than (wo minutesafter 
coming on deck, looking aft, | saw that the 
deck cargo was a’soon fire, 1 at once ordered 
the cargo on deck to be thrown overboard, and 
4s inuch as passib ¢ was thrown over the side. 
Ina few minutes the hos; was burned through, 
and was of no further use. The fire spread 
very rapi ty, and by thistinie the ship wasablaze 
fore and aft. It was not more than a few 
minutes before she was in flames from stem to 
stern, The fire broke out almost simultancous- 
ly foreardaft, The only way in which I can 
account for this is that the loose cotton being 
blawa by the wind over the side, lodged in the 
cotton on the after deck and set it on fire. There 
was no time louse the hose onthe cargo, and the 
donkey was used to flood the deck, As far as 
I could see fire did’not extend to the carge be- 
low decks, but in my opinion it must have 
dbnc’ so eventually. The tarpaulins over. the 
fratches were ordinary tarred, ones, and the’ 
hatches must sonn have . burned throu. bh. 
‘There were about Goo bales of cotton on deck, 
of which about 20 were thrown overboard. As 
soon as’ I could I brought the ship broadside 
to wind and sea; this would have been about 
five minutes alter the fire first broke out. ‘The 
chief officer and those under his charge be- 
haved splendidly, as also did the chief 
engiceer and his crew, who retained their pre- 
sence of mind When the hose was burnt and 
useless, I shouted to the chief engineer, “For 
Gad's sake, McInnes lower the lec lifeboat 
into the.water, and get away froin the ship,” 
and this order was obeyed, Absolutely no- 
thing could have been done to save the ship. 
‘The ship's papers were not saved. They were 
below in my Toom, in the top drawer, and it 
was impossible to’ get them, - 1 know nothing 
about insurance on ship or cargo, but have 
reason tn believe the vessel was insured 

By Mr. Henson :—It is not impossible that 
the cotton may have bren blown down the 
alleyways ‘to the after part of the ship, but 1 
think ‘we must have seen if, There wis no 
cotton either in the alleyways or on the bridge 
deck. I did not notice any sparks flying aft. 
Immediately on the order to throw the cotton 
overboard the ship was brought up to the wind 
When the fire broke out the wind was a little 
on the starboard bow practically ahead. 1 did. 
nat notice any sparks coming out of the funnel. 
There was a galley chimney on the port side, 
about half way between the bridge and fore- 

castle. There was a fire in the. galley 
for cooking. 1 have never seen sparks 
coming out. of the galley. funnel. = The 
galley was not entirely surrounded by cotton, 
and there was a space of about 12 fe ¢ clear 
all round, to avoid the dirt from the galley 
d imaging the cotton. No precautions were 
taken lo prevent sparks Jalling from the engine 
.toom funnel. ' The fire broke out almost 
amidships. Ihave absolutely no theory as to 
‘the origin of the fire.
